A 
circular piece of rubber about three 
inches in diameter and three-quarters 
inch thick, was shoved back and forth 
over the ice, the object being to lodge 
it in the goals at either end. This 
was not done by hand, but by pecul¬ 
iar}; shaped sticks, and many rules 
governed the play. To enforce these 
rules, officials were stationed on the 
ice. Surrounding the battle ground, 
was, a strong, high railing,, behind 
which the "booers” stood, safely pro- j 
tected from the participants and the | 
officials.

As a 
rule the players had remarkable” self- 
control and rarely responsible as the 
more blood thirsty desired. The ef¬ 
fect on the officials was more appar¬ 
ent. Gradually their morale was 
weakened under the maledictions and 
strange gutteral cries hurled at them 
until at the end of each season, great 
numbers of these were physical and 
mental wrecks. They had no recourse 
as their tormentors goaded them on¬ 
ly from the security of barriers.

Lethbridge Instituting a Course of 

Scriptural Reading In Schools of 

City 

By a unanimous vote, the Leth¬ 
bridge Schqul Board- decided that m- 
ble teaching in the schools should 
follow a prescribed form. At pres¬ 
ent all or any religious instruction is 
left to the discretion of the teacher. 
The recommendation of the Leth¬ 
bridge Board is that Hurlburts story 
of the bible be used as a reference 
text in junior grades up to Grade IV. 
For higher grades, the bible readings 
for schools as outlined by the Ontar¬ 
io department of education, will be 
used. 

It is proposed that the grades will 
be opened each day by repeating the 
Lord’s prayer, and a systematic read¬ 
ing of the scripture. 

If any parent, or guardian objects 
to his child or ward taking part in 
the religious exercises, the teacher is 
to permit -the child to leave the room 
during the interval, and if a teacher 
is unwilling to Comply with require¬ 
ments he is to notify the board in 
writing stating reasons.

(3) I would consider the Beers wholesome in every way and free 
from deleterious constituents. 

(4) Judging from the forcing test all samples of bottle goods test¬ 
ed are efficiently pasteurized. The freezing test shows the Beer 
of satisfactory keeping qualities, with proper elimination of 
such proteins as are thrown out of solution by low temperatures.

HEAVY TAXATION 
OF OUR FARMERS 

Farming Community Suffering From 
Unjust Taxation 

-An article by Lieut. Col. W. G; Mac 
Kendrick, appeared on the editorial 
page of the Calgary Herald, dealing 
with the injustice which farmers suf¬ 
fer in taxation. We quote extracts: 

The present depression in Canadu 
brings to the front the fact that Can¬ 
ada’s primary producers, our farmers 
labor under an unjust share of taxa¬ 
tion in proportion to thetir meagre in¬ 
comes. ' 

Our unjustness to the farming 
commpnity seems to lie in the fact 
that- we tax his capital, consisting of 
his land, his bam and his home; and, 
if after a meagre living for his fam¬ 
ily, he does not earn sufficient cash 
to pay his taxes, we, under the law, 
step in and seize a portion of his 
capital, thereby rendering him less 
able to pay taxes the following year 
and thereafter. 

> 

It is fair to ask how long would 
our great financial institutions and 
our outstanding manufacturers last 
if all their capital and hidden resour¬ 
ces were taxed yearly, whether they 
made a profit or not, as is done to 
the farmer. 

In the early days of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway (when cash was hard 
er to procuie than it is even today), 
we had taxed the C.P.R. capital, as 
we are taxing the farmer’s capital, 
where would that magnificent, well- 
managed railroad have landed?—Un¬ 
doubtedly upon the scrap heap. 

Today we see our large farm im¬ 
plement manufacturers largely idle 
because of the inability of the farmer 
to. buy and pay for new farm ma¬ 
chinery. What would happen to the 
Massey-Harris Company if we had 
taxed its capital for the years that 
this chaotic condition has and will 
last? 

No government, of course, would 
be unwise enough to do that. Yet, 
that is the way they have been treat¬ 
ing our basic industry for years, un¬ 
til they are broken or breaking and 
we wonder, as we motor' through the 
country, at the ever-growing weed 
acreage all over Ontario. 

When man fails to bring forth the 
much desired remedy for our ills, we 
may turn in to the Book of Books, 
and note that in 1490, B.C., our Crea¬ 
tor, with wisdom and foresight not 
possessed by men, laid dow-n His law- 
re this matter (good for one thous¬ 
and generations, w-hich time has not 
expired) for His nation, Israel, their 
successors and assigns of Abraham’s 
seed, which we Anglicans declare 
each Sunday are “US,” and that law 
is that “one tenth of thine increase” 
was to be devoted to the state and 
church because the nation in those 
days was the congregation and the 
congregation was the nation. 

Two conditions for prosperity were 
demanded of the nation by Jehovah, 
one-seventh of our days, Sunday ob¬ 
servance, and orte-tenth of our in¬ 
crease, which is not, you will note, 
one-tenth of our capital, but is to be 
taken out of increase only. 

If we continue taxing the farmer 
upon his capital, i.e., his land, his 
bam and his home, then, in fairness 
all capital in organized companies, 
whether banks, manufacturers or 
others, must likewise be taxed. Thine 
increase, however, is God's law, 
therefore it is a sound, wise and just 
law for Ontario and Canada to adopt 
to relieve the present situation and 
make our law conform to those im¬ 
mutable laws of God, given for our 
guidance and welfare forever. 

NEW YEAR BRINGS 
OTHER VALUES 

Entire Scale of Prices is Altering in 

1931, With Consequent Readjust¬ 
ments 

There are reasons why the year 
1931 will long be remembered in 
farming history It has been a per¬ 
iod of readjustment of values. Mar¬ 
kets have changed. The prices, of 
farm products have so dropped that 
it has been a matter of study to dis¬ 
cover in what way any of them may¬ 
be’ made to pay. 

, Perhaps never before has such in¬ 
telligent thought and care gone into 
the farm problems. Whether grains 
raised should he marketed or fed, 
what types of cows, swine, poultry, 
and so on bring best results for feed¬ 
ing and care; in what department 
can most profit or any profit be 
shown. 

It will be no small triumph for the 
farmer who has successfully read¬ 
justed his affairs, and is able at the 
end of 1931, to show progress in new 
phases of farm industry.

Entrance Fee of a Bushel of Wheat 
at Lethbridge Theatre Gains Great 
Publicity 


Average Wage in Canada in 1950 
Was $34.AO for Summer | 


The wage scale for farm labor has 
declined throughout Canada in 1930. 
The farmer is unable to pay on the 
aid scale and necessity forces him to 
economize as much as possible on 
hired labor. 

For the whole of Canada, the av¬ 
erage wages per month of farm help 
during the suinmer season of 1930 
were for men $34, as against $40 in 
,1929, and for women $20 as against 
$23 The value of board is placed at 
$22 for men, as compared with $23 in 
1929 and for women at $18 as against 
$20. The total wages and boprd thus 
amounted to $56, as against $63 for 
men, and $38 as against $ 13 for wo¬ 
men. 

For Alberta the monthly wages of 
men last year was estimated at $60 
as against $68 the year before “and 
for women the wages in 1930 were 
placed at $41 as against $46 in 1929. 

Canada was Great Britain’s fourth 
best customer in 1930. 

The C.P.R. has under construction 
in the Calgary district, a mileage of 
63.6 and in the province 105 miles of 
rail.

“The theatre manager of Leth¬ 
bridge, Alberta, is an enterprising 
man. Prairie farmers, all eagemesk 
to go to the play, ..but all poverty- 
stricken through the impossibly of 
selling their wheat, have just heard 
with joy that wheat will be taken as 
coin. They , have but to bundle a 
bushel through the booking-office 
pigeon-hole*and a seat is theirs in 
return. If so inclined they can laugh 
or w T eep away the whole of their har¬ 
vest. Time was when the produce of 
the farm was only taken to the thea¬ 
tre to be presented, with good or evil 
will, to the actors |personally, and can 
not be denied that livelier audiences 
are a likely enough result of the lat¬ 
est innovation. 

‘And the farmer who pays his bush 
el and is transported out of Himself 
and his mortgages for three hours as 
he watches curtains rustle and sees 
revolvers produced, will have no re¬ 
gret at all and no grievance against 
society.—If- be had sold the bushel for 
cash which he could compare with 
the cash' of other years, his aggrieved 
feelings would not be assuaged by a 
subsequent visit to the play.

TO GET SEED GRAIN 


Seed grain is to be supplied 
through Western Canada only to 
those who cannot obtain the same 
through their own resources. 

The task of distributing the seed 
provided by the Dominion Seed 
branch will be in charge of munici¬ 
palities. Farmers who qualify for 
this relief, will be charged the mar¬ 
ket price of No. 1 Northern in the 
locality where supplied, plus five 
cents extra for cleaning and ten 
cents for dockage. Municipalities 
must be responsible >for twenty-five 
per cent, of the eventual loss, the 
remainder to be absorbed by provin¬ 
cial and dominion governments.

•softball games and other extraordin¬ 
ary scenes. 

These are official figures from the 
Lethbridge weather man, which holds 
good approximately for Southern Al¬ 
berta.

Throughout the metropolitan press 
of Canada, the opinion seems to be 
general' that Prime Minister Ben¬ 
nett’s action in the matter of Russian 
trade is deserving of unanimous Can¬ 
adian support. 

In prohibiting the importation from 
Soviet Russia of Russian coal, pulp- 
wood, lumber, asbestos and furs, the 
Canadian Minister is showing a con¬ 
viction which is followed up by ac¬ 
tion.
